As all congressmen soon will k now, a campaign 
has been opened by CIO to 
convert them to a pro­ 
labor attitu de against their retu rn to Washington In 
the middle of September, 
A letter has been sent to 
all CIO afiillates ou tlining recommended method of 
applying persu asion. The campaign is far milder than 
that of President William Green of AF“L; he wants a 
pu rge. 
CIO’s method is temperate and reasonable, 
calling chiefly for mak ing congressmen better ac­ 
qu ainted with labor.
